Existence of the agreement, n«t 
hitherto made public, was disclosed by 
the president In a communication flat 
ly denying that he had entered into 
any agreement or understanding with 
British officials concerning the dispo 
Bition of the seized ships.

stated it was conditioned 
upon theapproval Of congress and that 
in no case would the title of the ships 
held by this country pass from the 
United States.

Washington, Feb. 21.—Railroad ad- 


ministration estimates placed the net 
coat to the government of federal con- 
trol of the roalroads at 1636,000,000, 
Chairman Esch, of the interstate com- 
merce committee told the house today 
in opening debate on the conference re- 
port on the compromise railroad bill. 


"This $636,000,000 will have to be 


charged off as a war loss?' he said. 
"One 
may say it was expensive, but it 


was worth the price. Without the rail- 
roads, transportation would have failed 
to supply our troops overseas " 


"Total appropriations of aprroximate- 
ly $1,800,000,600 including those already 
made, were the "experience of federal 
control." Mr. Esch said, but he added 
ihat of those amounts approximately 
11,250,000,000 were investments" in the 
'orm. of improvements made for the 
ro*ls and for which they ultimately 
will pay. 


The compromise bill, he asserted, was 
the original house bill except "one 
substantive proposition" by which a 
rate basis is fixed with earnings in ex- 
cestj. of six per cent on railroad valua- 
tion being divided between the earning 
carried and the government for the lat- 
ter to use for weak roads. 
Mr. Esch also explained that the com- 
promise bill "seeks to perpetuate the 
operation of the government barge 
lines" on the Warrior and Mississippi 
rivers and the Erie canal, and contains 
•provisions, designed to insure the suc- 
iss of "this new venture." 
Although the house met unusually 
early to take up the conference report 
the meeting got off to a slow start. Rep- 
resentative Gard, Democrat, Ohio, de- 
manded a quorum, and Representative 
Maim, Republican, 
Illinois, blocked 
Representative Esch's request to dis- 
pense with formal reading of the long 
report.

LECTURE No. 2 


The Valve Action. 


We have seen how the piston is 


made to reciprocate and how the recip- 
rocating motion is converted into ro- 
tary motion. Let us now see how the 
gases are It into the cylinder and how 
they are let out. We, therefore, come 
to our valve mechanism. This is shown 
in the portion of the drawing, outside 
of the zig-zag lines. 


"K" shows the values, of which there 


must be two, one to allow the fresh 
mixture to enter, the other to allow 
the used-up gases to escape. This you 
will note is a Jong stem, having a flat

This stone is. about half again as 


large as the largest of the noted gems 
of the world. The Culllnan diamond 
was roughly the site and shape of a 
small fist and, If It had been an opal, 
would have weighed bat 1,729 carats.

Feb. 21— Preliminary proceed 
ings in a number of caves of Germans 
accused of violations of the laws o 
war have already begun and progress 
to being made in the collection of doc 
umentary material, Dr. Schlffer. tnln 
ister of Justice, told the representativ* 
of the Zvoelf Uhr Blatt yesterday. The

The hens seem to be helping the high 
cost of living a bit for eggs have been 
descending the scale of prices for the

The following letter from a |tal on the 


U. 8. 8. Nevada at Quuntanamo Uuy. 
Cuba, was sent to P. A. William*, at- 
tached to the local navy recruiting sta- 
tion. 8 West Main street. Newark. O.: 
"Dear Friend:—1 received your letter 
a few days ago and was, as usual, glad 
to hear from you. You can sure kick 
yourself for leaving this Packet. She In 
a 'home' nowadays. We have movies 
every night upon the quarterdeck from 
7 till 9. I have just 60 days to serve 
yet. and I am going to ship over, get 
the big shipping overmoney and 39 days 
leave. We will sure have some time. 
Tomorrow we leave for Bridgetown. 
Barbadoea. and are to be there three 
days. Then we go to Port au Spain. 
Trinidad; then to Solomon's Island and 
then buck here for about a month. We 
have a fine racing boat crew and the 
ir. S. 8. Florida challenged us for u 
race and when we get back from this 
trip I just mentioned we will have some 
race. Am enclosing one of the ship's 
papers. 


"We will be down here at Guantana- 
mo for about a month. After we come 
back from this trip then we will be 
bound for home again.
